Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 9, 10, 12, drawn to a system for processing a simplified plastic container 
filled with a hot product. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-16, 19, 21, drawn to a method for processing a plurality of plastic 
containers. 

Group III, claim(s) 23-27, drawn to a container handling system. 

Group IV, claim(s) 30-34, drawn to a method for processing a plurality of plastic containers with 
a vacuum panel incorporated into each container bottom. 

Group IIV, claim(s) 35-39, drawn to a method of making and filling a container. 

Group VI, claim(s) 40-53, drawn to a system for processing a plastic container. 

Group VII, claim(s) 54, drawn to a system for processing a plastic container. 



The inventions listed as Groups I- VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 



Groups II -VII lack the technical features of means for supporting, during the transporting, 
the container body having the projection extending from the container body, means for pushing 
the projection extending from the cooled container body into the interior of the container body, 
means for blow molding a parison to form the container body, which was disclosed by Group I; 
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Groups III-VII lack the technical features of sealing while supporting from respective 
neck portions the filled container bodies, feeding a plurality of container holders, which were 
disclosed by Group II; 

Groups IV- VII lack the technical features of a conveyor configured to move the 
containers with a vacuum panel surface on a bottom surface thereof to and from a filling section 
of the container processing system, which were disclosed by Group III; 

Groups IIV-VII lack the technical features of carrying each of the sealed and filled 
extended container down the production line while supporting the sealed and filled container by 
the standing ring, each of the container body has a smooth sidewalls, the carrying includes 
passing each of the plurality of plastic containers through a cooling apparatus, which were 
disclosed by Group IV; 

Groups VI&VII lack the technical features of blow molding a parison to form a container 
body, inverting the projection to extend inwardly from the base, which were disclosed by Group 
IIV; 

Group VII lack the technical features of means for blow molding, means for inverting the 
projection, pushing reduces distortion caused by a vacuum created in the container, which were 
disclosed by Group VI.
